A Student of Mortars Bays the Struc- 


ture is Made of Concrete. 


Mr. U. Cnmraings, in & letter to The St. ion- 


tlfie Amcneon concerning tho composition of 
thoEg>-ptiau obelisk iti Central Park, bays: 
''My reasons for believing tlio obelisk to be a 
mans of concreto areas follows: I luive H sent 
a life timo in tho manufacture of limes and 
cements, and in tbo study of nioitarn, toji- 
cretes, etc., and after thirty years spent in this 
line, it seema as though I ought to know con- 
crete \vhenl aoo it, 


I wont around on tho back eicta of tho 


obelisk, cllined over tho wire fonco, inonnteil 
tho masonry work, took out a strong niii^ini\- 
ing gliisa and a sharp pointed steel, nnd went 
at it, I could seo what looked at a distance to 
bo a gray, reddish, uniform tint, was, on rlo^o 
inspection, granite broken into piceoa from tho 
Hizo of a "walnut down to com or "wheat FUZO, 
and theao broken atoaea woro intimately mixed 
with somo bitnmmoua matfer, black and seamy, 
something of tho nature of usphaltnm. Tho 
black substance and broken stone were thor- 
oughly mixed withhydrtinlichme; by tho hitter 
I do not moan hydrtniliu cement, Init limo 
which contained euflicient clay to rendpi1 it 
hyOranJic, but not enough to prevent it from 
Hlakmg if kept under weight eight or ten day*. 
With niy steel point I could plow out this hy- 
draulic lime, and with my knife I cut and 
shaved the black substance, which lay in all 
conceivable ways, tho grain in Homo bits piv- 
Honting their Hat sides, sometimes their ends, 
sometimes vertical, sometiruoti 
horizontal,

How Condensed MilkHs Made. 
A subscriber inquires how con- 


densed milk is made. In reply "we 
publish the article beneath from the 
Scientific Farmer, 
The condensing 


of milk is no doubt an industry of 
great interest to the dairyman and 
farmer, as well as to the consumer. 
By it, milk—which is a perishable 
article—can be preserved for length- 
ened periods, retaining its freshness, 
and the cost of transport is reduced 
to a minimum: 


"When the milk is brought into 


the factory it is carefully strained, 
placed in cans or pails, which are 
put into a tank of water kept hot by 
steam coils. When hot it is trans- 
ferred to larger, steam-heated, open 
vessels, and quickly brought to a 
boil. This preliminary heating and 
boiling has for its object the expul- 
sion of the gases of milk, which 
would cause it to foam in the vacuum 
pan, and also to add to the keeping 
quality of milk by destroying the 
mold germs. 
A second straining 


follows, 
after which the milk is 


transferred to a vacuum-pan, where, 
at a temperature below 160 degrees 
Fahr., it boils and is rapidly concen- 
trated to any degree desired. The 
vacuum-pan employed is a close ves- 
sel of copper, egg-shaped, about six 
feet in diameter. It is heated 
steam coils within, and by a steam 
jacket without, enclosing the lower 
portion. In one side of the dome is 
a small window through which the 
gas illuminates the interior, while on 
the opposite side is an eye-glass, 
through which the condition of the 
contents is observed. The pan 
also provided with a vacuum gauge 
and te^t sticks. 


"Much of the milk used in cities 


is simply concentrated, without any 
addition of sugar. The process of 
concentration is continued in the 
vacuum pan until one gallon of milk 
has been reduced to a little less than 
a quart—one volume of condensed 
milk corresponding to about four 
and three-tenths volumes of milk. 
Condensed milk intended to be pre 
served for any length of time has an 
addition of pure cane sugar made to 
it during the boiling, and is usually 
put up in sealed cans. This sugared 
or preserved milk, when 
properly- 


prepared, will keep for many years.'"
